37 HEREAS it is found by Experience, That the Perſons that bring; cin of Re- 
Proviſions, and other Commodities, to the Markets of this City of Ro- County of Kent. 


cheſter, going up and down to fell their Goods and Commodities at ſeveral Places 
of the ſaid City, and not at one particular Place appointed for a publick Mar- 
ket, is very prejudicial to the Inhabitants thereof; It is therefore, this Thirteenth 
Day of June, Anno Dom. One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Twenty-one, or- 
dered by. the Mayor, Aldermen, Common-Council of the ſaid City, in Common- 
Council aſſembled in the Guildhall of the ſaid City, That all and every Perſon 
and Perſons (except Butchers) who ſhall bring any Butter, Cheeſe, Eggs, Fowl, 
or other Wares or Merchandize (except Fruit, Peas, Beans, and other Garden- 
Stuff) to the Market of this City, there to be ſold, ſhall reſort to the Place and 
Ground, under, and near the Court-hall of the ſaid City, and ſhall there, and 
not elſewhere, ſell and expoſe to Sale their reſpective Proviſions, Wares, Com- 
modities, and Merchandizes; And that if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall at any 
Time or Times hereafter, ſell, or expoſe to Sale, any Proviſions, Wares, or 
Merchandizes (except Butcher's Meat, Fruit, Peas, Beans, and other Garden- 
Stuff) at any other Place or Places within the ſaid City, than at the Place afore- 
ſaid, contrary to the true Meaning of this Order, that then all and every ſuch 
Perſon and Perſons fo offending therein, ſhall forfeit to the Mayor and Citizens 
of the ſaid City, for every ſuch Offence, Ten Shillings, to be ſued for, and reco- 
vered, to the Uſe of the ſaid Mayor and Citizens, by Action of Debt, to be 
brought in the Name of the Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City, or 
by Diſtreſs, or any other lawful Ways or Means.

Debt, to be brought in the Name or Names of the Chamberlain or Chamberlains 
of the ſaid City, or by Diſtreſs, or any other lawful Ways or Means. And it 
is alſo further ordered by the ſaid Mayor, Aldermen, and Common- Council, aſ- 
ſembled in Common-Council as aforeſaid, that from henceforth no Higler, or 
Huckſter, ſhall preſume to come into, and buy, or cheapen, or offer to buy, any 
Fowls, Butter, Eggs, Fruit, or any other Proviſions whatſoever, in any of the 
Markets of this City, or on any Market-day, until ſuch Time as a Bell ſhall 
have rung to give Notice that the Inhabitants thereof have furniſhed themſelves 
with ſuch Proviſions, upon Pain that every Higler and Huckſter offending con- 
trary to this Order, ſhall for every Offence forfeit and loſe, to the Uſe of the ſaid 
Mayor and Citizens, the Sum of Six Shillings and Eight Pence, to be ſued for, 
and recovered, for the Uſe of the ſaid Mayor and Citizens, by Action of Debt, 
to be brought in the Name of the Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the faid City, 
or by Diſtreſs, or any other lawful Ways or Means; which faid Bell ſhall al- 
ways ring about Two of the Clock in the Afternoon. O R- 
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ORDINANCES, or Bye-Laws, for the better regulating 
and preſerving the Freedom of Elections of Mayor of the 
ſaid City, made, ordained, and eſtabliſhed, by Roger 
Pilcher, Eſq; Mayor of the City aforeſaid, and the Al- 
dermen and Aſſiſtants of the ſame City, in Common- 
Council aſſembled in the Guilaball of the ſaid City, this 
Thirty-firſt Day of August, in the Year of our Lord 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Thirty-four. 


HERE AS the Town-Clerk of the ſaid City, or his Deputy, and the 
four eldeſt Aſſiſtants, commonly called Common-Council-Men of 
the ſaid City, have uſually taken the Votes of the Freemen of the ſaid Ciry for 
the Election of a New Mayor of the ſame City. And whereas it has by Ex- 
perience been found very inconvenient, and deſtructive of the neceſſary Free- 
dom and Secrecy of ſuch Elections, that ſtated and known Perſons,” and ſuch as 
may have an Influence over the Electors, ſhould be the Vote-takers at the ſaid 
Elections. To prevent therefore, for the future, the faid Inconveniencies, and

in the Guildball of the ſaid City, on the Morning of the Day of Election of a 
new Mayor of the ſaid City, or the major Part of them then preſent, whereof 
the Mayor or his Deputy to be one; and upon the Deceaſe or Removal of a 
Mayor, then the Aldermen and Aſſiſtants of the ſaid City afſembled as aforeſaid, 
or the major Part of them then preſent, ſhall nominate, aſſign, and appoint,

And for the better Preſervation of the Freedom of ſuch Elections, and ſor 
the further Security, Aſſurance, and Encouragement of the Freemen of this 
City, in giving their Votes according to their own Judgment and Diſcretion, 
and for the publick Good and Benefit of this City ; It is hereby declared, 
enacted, ordained, and eſtabliſhed, that if any Freeman of this City, either by

aforeſaid ; It is conſtituted, ordained, and eftabliſhed, by the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and the Aſſiſtants of the faid City in Common-Council in the Guildhall 
of the ſaid City, for that Purpoſe met and aſſembled this twenty-fitth Day of 
February, in the Year of our Lord, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Thirty-

may be elected unto; and to bear and pay fuch publick Aſeſſtrients, Scotts and 
Duties, as other Freemen and Inhabitants of the faid City do, or ought to do:

XXVI. Alſo it is hereby further ordered, that all and every Houſholder ant! 
Inhabitant, dwelling within the High-ſtreet of the ſaid City, between the great 
Bridge and a Meſſuage called Red- Lyon in Eaſtgatetſtreet, for the Time being, 
who ſhall not in every dark Night, between the Feaſt-days of All- Saints, and 
the Purification of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, in every Year, yearly, ſet forth, or 
cauſe or procure to be ſet forth, a Candle, to be placed or hanged out before 
the Street-Door or low Window of their reſpective Dwelling-Houſes, to be 
there continued and kept light from Six of the Clock each Evening, till Eight 
of the Clock in the ſame Night, to the Benefit and Convenience of their Majeſ- 
ties liege People, paſſing in and through the ſaid Streets, ſhall forfeit and pay, 
to the Uſe of the Mayor and Citizens of the ſaid City, to be applied to the 
Relief of the poor Inhabitants of the Pariſh of St. Nicholas within the ſaid City, 
Four-pence for every Night, when he, ſhe, or they, ſhall reſpectively make 
Default, to be levied by Diſtreſs, or by Action of Debt, in the Name of the 
Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City for the Time being; provided 
always, that this Order and Conftitution, or any Thing herein contained, ſhall 
not extend to Shop-keepers and Tradeſmen within the High- ſtreet of the ſaid 
City, who ſhall keep their Shop-Windows open, and one or more Lights 
therein, between the ſaid Hours of Six and Eight of the Clock at Night, or 
longer, and during ſuch Nights only as they ſhall keep their Shops open, and 
Lights therein, in manner as aforeſaid, and no longer. „ 

XXVII. Alſo it is hereby ordered, that no Perſon or Perſons, by himſelf or 
Servants, ſhall drive through the City, or any Part thereof, to or from the 
Water, or upon any other Occaſion, or to or from any other Place or Places 
within the ſaid City, any Horſe or Horſes unled, laden, or unladen, or any Teames 
of Horſes, unled, upon Pain of forfeiting for every Horſe ſo driven as aforeſaid 
unled, the Sum of Six-pence, to be levied by Diſtreſs, or by Action of Debt, in 
the Name of the Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City for the Time being, 
or by any other lawful Ways or Means, to and for the Uſe of the Mayor and 
Citizens of the ſaid City for the Time being. 

XXVIII. Alſo it is hereby further ordered, that no Butcher, or other Perſon 


- within this City, or the Liberties and Precincts thereof, ſhall at any Time hence- 


forth lay upon or caſt into the High-ſtreet or Streets, or open Lanes of the ſaid 
City, or common Key thereof, or into the River of Medway, any Heads, Horns, 
Offals, Filth, or Blood, of any Oxen, or other Cattle, or any Dung, Filth, 
or Sulledge, upon Pain of forfeiting, for every ſuch Offence, the Sum of Three 
Shillings and Four-pence, to the Uſe of the Mayor and Citizens of the ſaid 
City, to be levied by Diſtreſs, or Action of Debt, in the Name of the Cham- 
berlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City for the Time being, or by any other 
lawful Ways or Means. — 

XXIX. Alſo it is hereby further ordered, that no Perſon or Perſons, inha- 
biting within this City, or the Liberties and Precincts thereof, ſhall keep any 
Hogs within the ſaid City, but in his or their Houſe, Backſide, Cloſe, or 
Garden, incloſed, and ſhall not ſuffer any, his, or their Hogs, to go at large 
in the Street by Day or Night, upon Pain of forfeiting for every Hog or 
Pig ſuffered to go abroad, the Sum of Four-pence, to the Uſe of the Mayor 
and Citizens of this City, to be levied by Diſtreſs, or by Action'of Debt, to 
be brought in the Name of the Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City 


for the Time being, or by any other lawful Ways or Means. 


XXX. And whereas divers Perſons, uſing the Trade of Fiſhing upon the 
River of Medway aforeſaid, do very much ſpoil and deſtroy the Fiſhing there, 
by taking the ſmall Fry and Brood there, and the better to fell and utter the 
ſame, and make Profits thereby, do privily carry them about the Streets of the 


ſaid City from Door too Door; tor Remedy whereof, and for the better Pre-

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ſervation of the Fiſhing aforeſaid, It is hereby ordered, that all Perſons who ſhall at 


any Time hereafter, bring any kind of Fiſh to be ſold within the ſaid City of 


Rocheſter, as well on Market-Days as other Days, ſhall bring the ſame to the 
Market-Place within the ſaid City, and there continue with their ſaid Fiſh by the 
Space of Two Hours at the leaſt, or until the ſame be fold ; and that the 
Keeper of the Priſon of the ſaid City, ſhall from time to time view and examine 
all ſuch Fiſh as ſhall be fo brought to the ſaid Market-Place, and if the ſame 
be ſizeable, give Notice of ſuch being there, by ringing the Bell, without re- 
quiring any Thing for the ſame. And it is hereby further ordered, that all other 
Perſons, not being Freemen of the ſaid City, bringing any Butter, Cheeſe, Eggs, 
Poultry, Victual, Fruit, or other Proviſions, to Market, within the ſaid City 
to be ſold there, ſhall bring the ſaid Proviſions to ſome certain Place or Stall, in 
the Market in the High-ſtreets of the ſaid City, and ſhall not, at any Time; 
carry the ſame to be fold on Horſeback, or otherwiſe, about the Streets of the ſaid 
City; and that all ſuch Perſons, and alſo all Butchers not being Freemen of the 
ſaid City, bringing any kind of Fleſh to the Market within the ſaid City, ſhall 
depart from the ſaid Market at or before the Hour of Seven in the Evening 
between the Feaſt-Days of St. Michael the Archangel, and the Annunciation of 
the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and at or before the Hour of Eight in the Evening 
between the Feaſt of the Virgin Mary; and St. Michael the Archangel ; and that 
at the ſaid Hours the Market-Bell ſhall be rung by the Keeper of the Priſon 
aforeſaid, to give Notice to all Perſons to avoid and depart from the ſaid 
Market ; and that all and every Perſon and Perſons reſpectively offending, con- 
trary to this Order, ſhall, for every Offence, forfeit and pay, to the Uſe of the 


Mayor and Citizens of the ſaid City, the Sum of Two Shillings, to be levied 


by Diſtreſs, or by Action of Debt, to be brought in the Name of the Cham- 
berlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City for the Time being, or by any other 
lawful Ways or Means. | 

XXXI.Alfo, it is hereby further ordered (as by former Orders which are hereby 
confirmed) that all and every Perſon and Perſons that hereafter ſhall execute the 
Office of Mayor of the ſaid City, or in caſe of his Death, his Executors or Ad- 
miniſtrators, ſhall, within two Months next after the Expiration of the Year for 
which he ſhall be choſen Mayor, or other ſooner Determination or Expiration 
of his Office, make, and deliver unto the ſucceeding Mayor, Aldermen, and 
_ Aſſiſtants, commonly called the Common- Council, of the faid City, in Common- 
Council aſſembled in the Guildhall of the ſaid City, a true, juſt, and perfect Ac- 
compt in Writing, of all ſuch Sum and Sums of Money, as he, or his Officers 
during the Time of his Mayoralty, have received to the Uſe of the faid City, and 
of all ſuch Payments as have been by him or them made for the ſaid City, and 
ſhall pay and deliver over to the ſucceeding Mayor, to the Uſe of the Mayor and 
Citizens of the ſaid City, all ſuch Money as, upon the ſaid Accompt, ſhall be 
found to be in his or their Hands, within Ten Days next after his or their Ac- 
compts made and given as aforeſaid ; upon Pain that every Mayor, or his Exe- 
cutors, or Adminiſtrators, that ſhall fail, or neglect to make and deliver his or 
their Accompts as aforeſaid, within the Time aforeſaid, ſhall forfeit and pay, to 


the Uſe of the ſaid Mayor and Citizens, for every Week after ſuch Default or 


Failure, until he or they ſhall make and deliver his or their ſaid Accompt with 
the ſaid Mayor, Aldermen, and Aſſiſtants, the Sum of Twenty Shillings of 
lawful Money of England, to be levied and recovered by Diſtreſs of his or 
their Goods, or by Action of Debt, in the Name of the Chamberlain 
or Chamberlains of the ſaid City for the Time being, or by any other 
lawful Ways or Means; And that every ſuch Mayor, or his Executors or 
_ Adminiſtrators, who ſhall not within ten Days after his or their Accompt 
made, ſtated, and allowed of as aforeſaid, pay and deliver over to the ſucceed- 
ing Mayor, to the Uſe of the ſaid Mayor and Citizens, all ſuch Monies as upon 
ſuch Accompt ſhall be found to be in his or their Hands, ſhall forfeit double

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the Sum or Sums of Money, which ſhall be ſo found to be in his or theit 
Hands as aforeſaid, to be recovered by Diſtreſs of his or their Goods reſpectively, 
or by Action of Debt, in the Name of the Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the 
ſaid City for the Time being, or by any other lawful Ways or Means. 

XXXII. Alſo, whereas by antient Uſage and Cuſtoms within the ſaid City, 
no Perſon, or Perſons, ought to be admitted to the Freedom of the ſaid City, to 
uſe or exerciſe any Trade, Myſtery, or manual Occupation, or to keep any In: 
or Alehouſe there, but ſuch only as have ſerved, or ſhall ferve, as Apprentice for 
the Term of ſeven Years at the leaſt, to Freemen of the ſaid City, inhabiting 
within the ſame, and ſuch as have been, are, or ſhall be, the eldeſt Sons of Freemen 
inhabiting alſo within the ſame City, and ſuch Perſons as have or ſhall purchaſe 
the Freedom of the ſaid City, for the Sum of Ten Pounds, at the leaſt, and inha- 
bit, and dwell there, and to take upon them the Execution of ſuch Offices with- 
in the ſaid City, as they ſhall or may be elected unto, and to bear and pay ſuch 
publick Afeſiments, Scotts, and Duties, as other Freemen and Inhabitants of 
the ſaid City do, or ought to do: And whereas many Perſons of Quality, as well 
of the Clergy as of the Laity, and others, have of late (more frequently than in 
former Times) been admitted to the Freedom of the ſaid City gratis, out of a 
Reſpect and Kindneſs to them from the Mayor and Aldermen of the ſaid City, of 
Purpoſe and out of Deſign only to qualify them to give their Voices for the electing 
of Citizens to ſerve for the ſaid City in Parliament; and others, not living in the 
High - ſttreet of the faid City, have been admitted to the Freedom thereof, upon 
their paying Forty Shillings, or Three Pounds, or ſome ſuch ſmall Sum of Mo- 
ney, and upon their giving Bond to pay, to the Uſe of the ſaid Mayor and Citizens, 
fo much Money more as would make up the Sum ſo by thern paid Ten Pounds, 
within Forty Days next after they ſhould uſe any Trade within the High-ſtreet of 
the ſaid City; and yet ſeveral of theſe Perſons, and their eldeſt Sons and Appren- 
tices, (though not inhabiting within the ſaid City) have of late, by Colour there- 
of, challenged the Freedom of the ſaid City, and the Privileges of the Freemen 
thereof, inhabiting therein, as well for themſelves as their eldeſt Sons and Ap- 
prentices reſpectively, as fully and largely as if they had ſerved Apprentices for 
Seven Years, or had been the eldeſt Sons of ſome Freemen inhabiting within the 
ſaid City, or had purchaſed the ſame for Ten Pounds ; which being contrary to 
the antient Uſages of the ſaid City, and againſt all Right and Juſtice, and tending 
to the Deſtruction of the antient Government of the ſaid City, and of the Privi- 
leges belonging to the Freemen of the ſame inhabiting there, and to the great 
Miſchief, Damage, and Prejudice of ſuch Freemen, as now do, or which hereafter 

ſhall, inhabit and dwell within the fame City and the Liberties thereof, if ſuch Pre- 
tences ſhould be admitted: It is therefore, upon due and ſerious Conſideration had of 
the Premiſſes, declared, enacted, and ordained, that neither the eldeſt Son, nor 
Apprentice, of any Perſon or Perſons, who have, or hath been, or hereafter ſhall 
be, admitted to the Freedom of the faid City gratis, ſhall at any Time or 
Times hereafter be admitted, or ought to be admitted to the Freedom of 
the ſaid City gratis, as of Right belonging to him or them, in reſpect of the 
Freedom of their reſpective Fathers or Maſters. And it is further ordered and 
ordained, that neither the eldeft Son, nor Apprentice, of any Perſon or Perſons, 
who hath been, or hereafter ſhall be, admitted to the Freedom of the ſaid City, 
Freedoms are not Upon his paying Forty Shillings, or Three Pounds, or any leſs Sum than Ten 
a for ie 22 Pounds, ſhall at any Time hereafter be admitted to the Freedom thereof, until 
now. = ſuch Time as he, his Father, or Maſter, or the Perſon or Perſons under whom, 
or in whoſe Right he claims the Freedom of the ſaid City, ſhall have paid fo 
much Money more to the ſaid Mayor and Citizens of the ſaid City, as will make 
up the Money by them formerly paid, for, or towards their Freedom, Ten 
Pounds, any Uſage or Cuſtom to the contrary thereof, in any wiſe notwithſtand- 
ing. And that if any Mayor, or Deputy-Mayor, ſhall at any Time or Times 


hereafter, admit, or ſuffer to be admitted, any eldeſt Son, or Apprentice of 2 
Perlon 
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Perſon or Perſons, contrary to the true Meaning of this Order, as of Right be- 
longing to him or them, as aforeſaid, all and every ſuch Mayor, and Deputy- 
Mayor, ſhall forfeit and pay to the ſucceeding Mayor and Citizens of the ſaid 
City, for every ſuch Offence, the Sum of Ten Pounds of lawful Money of Eng- 
land, to be levied by Diſtreſs of the Goods and Chattles of the Perſon or Per- 
ſons ſo offending, or by Action of Debt, to be brought in the Name of the Cham- 
berlain or Chamberlains of the ſaid City, or by any other lawful Ways or Means. 


And it is hereby further ordered, that every Action or Suit to be brought, or 


proſecuted, by any the Chamberlain or Chamberlains of the faid City for the 
Time being, or in his or their Name or Names, by or upon every or any of 


the Bye-Laws, Orders, and Conſtitutions aforeſaid, againſt any Perſon or Perſons, 


for any Breach or Offence done or committed contrary thereunto, ſuch Chamber- 
lain or Chamberlains recovering in the ſaid Action or Suit, ſhall recover reaſonable 
Coſts of Suit, expended in and about the Proſecution thereof. 
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
